Plane Survivors

h e numb er of traffic accidents 
b egins to rise in autumn and 
u.sually reache.s a peak during 
Uie winter month.s. Tlie day s 
are shorter and the nights longer. 
According to the National Safety 
council, mishapt' arc b ound to in­ 
crease in spite of the drop in travel. 
Poor vi.sib illty and b ad weather are 
respon-sib le and the pedestrian is 
most likely to .suffer. 
At this time of the vear. thou­ 
sands of workers leave their place.s 
of b usine.ss in the twilight and lind 
their way across streets or along 
lonely roads. The hour b etween six 
and seven in the evening i-s the 
ma« n. hazardous and accounts for .58 
per rent of all traffic death.s. 
Apparently the walker takes too 
much for granted. He fontet'' that 
the driver may b ' b linded b y head­ 
lights. inattentive, or unab le to see 
him for a score of rea.sons. Conse­ 
quently . every one mu.st b e on the 
alert and not depend upon the 
other fellow. Tlie city dweller must 
« ib ev all traffic regulations and the 
rural inhab itant should ii.«ir the left 
.Mile of the roadway and. if travel­ 
ing at night, wear light colorc<l 
clothing or carry something white. 


Children are naturally careless in 
crossing streets and riding b icy cles 
and 
it b ehooves every motorist, 
therefore, to b e doub ly cautious 
driving Uirough residential districts 
especially 
during 
periods 
when 
y oungsters are going to and from 
school. 
Accidents cau.se more latahlies 
among ciiildren than illness, which 
is Ironical when we consider the 
numb er of campaigns that are b e­ 
ing waged to comb at disease. This 
Ls a terrib le situation that cries 
lor a solution. Fines and jail sen- 
tence.s never compensate for loss 
of life, and rule.s and regulations 
which pub lic health officials deem 
iicce.'« i>ary to promote health and 
longevity have little effect in ward­ 
ing off accidents. Yet a person is 
jiLst as dead whether killed b y a 
car or a germ. 


The fall months offer several 
other risk-s. The desire to hunt calls 
many men into the woods and the 
casualties arc .so numeroas that it 
might b e considered open season for 
ducks, pheasants, deer, and men. 
The

hunter 
is 
less 
likely than the novice to get into 
troub le b ut tnere are still many 
who 
constantly 
point 
guns 
at 
others, carry them loaded, or mix 
the sport with drinking and horse­ 
play . They wear clothes that p arti­ 
ally camouflage them not only from 
thè animals b ut also their fellow 
hunters. 
Accident prevention is an indi­ 
vidual prob lem and requires strict 
adlierencc to the Golden R ule—giv­ 
ing other.s the same b reaks that y ou 
would like to receive. Every parent 
LS aiino3’ed at .si^eeders shooting 
pa.st their home y et some think 
nothing of .stepping on the gas 
when they are driving past some­ 
b ody else's dwelling.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — More 
important than any specific part 
of the contents of the new b ook b y 
former Secretary of State James F. 
By rnes is the fact that there has 
b een given to the American people 
at long last some vital information 
on their relations with.Russia. 
Only b y perusing this volume can 
one realize the tragic gap which ex ­ 
ists b etween the Information avail­ 
ab le to the pub lic and to the in­ 
siders. Small wonder that relations 
b etw’een 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Russia have deteriorated without a 
corresponding effort 
at 
improve­ 
ment. The people generally hear 
ono side—they get the U. S. gov­ 
ernments’ view’ as handed out in 
Wasliington and the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent’s view’ as It Is handed out 
in Moscow. 
While there i.s censorship in Rus­ 
sia. there is a form of patriotic re­ 
straint in America that effectually 
gags the critics, .so many of whom 
are told that any thing they may 
say will Rive "aid and comfort” to 
Russia. So far gone Is this phy - 
chology that there is a temptation 
often to complete the phra.se b y 
say ing b luntly —aid and comfort “to 
the enemy .” 
Mr. By rnes tells the b ackground 
ot 
the 
conferences 
b etween our 
governmental 
rcprc.sentatlves 
and 
those of Russia. He does not mince 
words. He talks frankly and forth­ 
rightly . But the more he tells the 
nu» rr one wonder.s why .some oi the 
e.s.seiitlal tact.s in our relations with 
Rus.sia have b in'll kept so long ironi 
the 
people. 
One 
wonders, 
too. 
whether the whole cause ol good 
relations b etween Ru.ssia and the 
United State.s wouldn’t b e b encfit- 
ted even at this late date if all the 
document.s 
and 
memoranda 
ex ­ 
changed b etween the two govern­ 
ments were to b e made pub lic. 


criticizing 
Uie 
president

United States. The tendency in this 
countn,' to do a “goose-step’’ In the 
m atter of refraining from cnticism 
of our foreign policy enab led the 
Russians to get more in secret than 
they could have got if American 
pub lic opinion had b een well in­ 
formed. Also the policy that was 
pursued gave the Russians the im­ 
pression that the United States was 
ready to give away almost any thing 
and wa.s not interested in reciprocal 
ob llgatious. 
Today there is greater need than 
ever, .say .s Mr. By rnes, for • patience 
with firmness.’ W hat he means b y 
this is that America must not b e­ 
come impetuous and cease to adopt 
a course of patience and persistence 
in dealing with Russia, Firmness 
alone, he indicates, however, will 
not persuade Russia to modify her 
course. This is b ut another way of 
say ing that the "get tough ” policy 
was misinterpreted ab oard as so 
much b luster. Unhappily , the Tru­ 
man Doctrine was surrounded wiUi 
an atmosphere of threat and co­ 
ercion which the Russians resented. 
Unquestionab ly the sharp change 
in Russo-American relations dates 
from the time the Truman Doctrine 
W’as announced as a means of stop­ 
ping Russian “aggression.”

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Railroad Grade Crossing 
Survey And What It Shows 
It is doubtful if a more convincing picture could 
be presented to depict the real need for elimination 
of grade crossings in Cumberland than the surrey of 
traffic conditions at those points which has just been 
completed by the State Roads Commission clockers. 
The count made at seventeen crossings over a 
sixteen-hour period has shown that more than 42,000 
vehicles passed over them, while more than 26,000 
pedestrians were compelled to cross tracks. 
While the survey disclosed that the Western 
Maryland crossing at Baltimore street was the most 
used, that fact does not, by any means, disprove that 
the Baltimore street crossing of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad is the real traffic bottleneck. 
In the first place, there is but one Western Mary­ 
land Railway crossing over which those traveling to 
and from the West 8ide must pass, so virtually all 
traffic going in those directions must converge on the 
one grade crossing of this railroad at Baltimore 
street. 
That accounts for the difference in the num­ 
ber of vehicles—12.310—as against 7.016—passing over 
the Baltimore and Ohio tracks at the head of Balti­ 
more street 
Then, again, the Baltimore and Ohio 
has ten grade crossings stretching from Williams to 
Franklin streets, and six of that number are located 
in the heart of Cumberland's business district. 
Motor traffic, as well as pedestrians, can use 
any one of those six if one or more are blocked by 
trains. 
It is a well known fact that buses as well as 
passengers cars and trucks, when drivers of those 
vehicles find that their passage is going to be blocked 
at Baltimore street, are raced to the next nearest 
crossing, and proceed in front of east or west bound 
freight trains, as the case might be. 
A count made at those six crossings—Baltimore, 
Williams, Union. Harrison, Frederick and Bedford— 
shows that a total of 15.016 vehicles crossed the track; 
at those points within the sixteen-hour period. 
The reason for this great flow of traffic over the 
Baltimore and Ohio tracks is that, unless drivers of 
vehicles use the Thomas street subway, any one of 
four of those grade crossings provides the most direct 
route to the South End and to both hospitals. 
Proof of the fact that traffic is delayed more often 
at the Baltimore and Ohio crossings is to be found 
in that part of the survey covering the number of 
freight trains moving over the six downtown grade 
crossings. 
Within the sixteen-hour period, 232 such 
trains passed over them, going in one or the other 
direction, as compared to 15 moving across the Western 
Maryland crossing. 
During the same period, those 
same crossings were blocked by shifters 1,124 times, 
as compared to 27 times on the Western Maryland. 
Delays to traffic were as much as 47 minutes at 
Williams street and as little (if little is the word) as 
IO minutes at another. 
It can readily be realized 
what traffic snarls such conditions create. 
This summation will give some idea of what the 
people of Cumberland must contend with daily. 
It 
certainly furnishes a well-rounded conclusion that 
something will have to be done to overcome these 
conditions, whether by a crosstown viaduct or by at 
least two underpasses—one each at Frederick and 
Williams streets. 
Underpasses offer much to warrant consideration 
by city officials. 
In the first place, they could be 
constructed at much less than a crosstown viaduct 
would cost. 
There would be less valuable property 
affected. 
This would leave undisturbed virtually all 
of the property bordering the proposed approaches to 
a crosstown viaduct on the city tax books, not counting 
the retention of water rents and other revenue-giving 
sources. 
More than IOO properties would have to be 
removed to make way for a crosstown viaduct. 
We 
are of the opinion that underpass projects as a possible 
solution to the problem should be surveyed and 
estimates of cost arrived at. 
But whether a crosstown viaduct or underpasses 
is the answer to this perplexing traffic issue, the 
survey by the Maryland State Roads Commission is 
conclusive evidence that one or the other must become 
a reality in the very near future if Cumberland is to go 
forward.

A Needed Cleanup By 
Our State Department 
The State Department's campaign to weed out 
the disloyal follows so closely on Russia's revival of 
the comintern that the two events must be related.

More than ever before in the peacetime history 
of the United States, it has become a vital necessity 
to have only patriotic Americans on guard. 
If, then, the department’s answer is indeed an 
answer to the Soviet, it is an effective one. 
It should 
likewise be notice to all Americans, no less than to 
Moscow itself, that this country does not propose to 
be caught asleep or to permit itself to be duped by 
the agents of an alien power. 
The Department of State is a vital spot in the 
American defense line. 
It is a place where spies 
and traitors are anxious to find a haven and where 
they are in position to do the most damage. 
Th throw 
them out and to keep them out is a national obligation 
of the first importance. 
It is unfortunate, of course. 
that any of them infiltrated into the department. 
The necessity of weeding them out is acknowledged 
in the sweeping character of the new regulations. It 
is the excuse for violating, or at least by-passing, what 
Americans always have regarded as one of their 
cherished legal traditions. 
‘ 
Hereafter men and women will not necessarily 
be considered innocent until they are proved guilty. 
They may be dismissed not only lf they are known 
to be Communists or fellow-travelers, but if they are 
suspected of possessing a “basic weakness of charac­ 
ter" that would justify the fear that they could be 
led to engage in disloyal activities. 
The Americans see another of these essential 
freedoms sabotaged. 
Be ause fuzzy-brained charac­ 
ters who aided and abetted Communists in every 
manner, sometimes on the recommendations of “per­ 
fectly honest persons." operated In Washington for 
years, American constitutional guarantee* are now 
being brushed aside in an attempt to undo some of 
the damage wrought by their activities.

AUTUMN ACCIDENTS 
T 


HE number of traffic accidents 
begins to rise in autum n and 
usually reaches a peak during 
the winter months. The days 
are shorter and the nights longer. 
According to the National Safety 
council, mishaps are bound to in­ 
crease in spite of the drop in travel. 
Poor visibility and bad weather are 
responsible and the pedestrian is 
most likely to suffer. 
At this time of the year. thou­ 
sands of workers leave their places 
of business in the twilight and find 
their way across streets or along 
lonely roads. The hour between six 
and seven in the evening Is the 
most hazardous and accounts for 58 
per cent of all traffic deaths. 
Apparently the walker takes too 
much for granted. He forgets th at 
the driver may Ik blinded by head­ 
light.'' inattentive, or unable to see 
him for a score of reasons. Conse­ 
quently. every one must be on the 
alert and 
not depend upon the 
other fellow. The city dweller must 
obey all traffic regulations and the 
rural inhabitant should use the left 
side of the roadway ai d. lf travel­ 
ing at night, wear light colored 
clothing or carry something white. 


Children are naturally careless in 
crossing streets and riding bicycles 
and it behooves every motorist, 
therefore, to be doubly cautious 
driving through residential districts 
especially 
during 
periods 
when 
youngsters are going to and from 
school. 
Accidents cause more fatalities 
among children than illness, which 
is ironical when we consider the 
number of campaigns chat are be­ 
ing waged to combat disease. This 
is a terrible situation that cries 
for a solution. Fines and jail sen­ 
tences never compensate for loss 
of life, and rule* and regulations 
which public health officials deem 
necessary to promote health and 
longevity have little effect in ward­ 
ing off accidents. Yet a person is 
just as dead whether killed by a 
car or a germ. 


T he fall m onths oiler several 
other risks. The desire to hunt calls 
many men into the woods and tile 
casualties are so numerous th at it 
m ight be considered open season for 
ducks, pheasants, deer, and men. 
The 
experienced 
hunter 
is 
less 
likely than the novice to get into 
trouble but tnere are still many 
who 
constantly 
point 
guns 
a t 
others, carry them loaded, or mix 
the sport with drinking and horse­ 
play. They wear clothes that p arti­ 
ally camouflage them not only from 
the animals but also their fellow 
hunters. 
Accident prevention is an indi­ 
vidual problem and requires strict 
adherence to the Golden Rule—giv­ 
ing others the same breaks th at you 
would like to receive. Every parent 
Is annoyed a t speeders shooting 
past their home yet some think 
nothing of stepping on the gas 
when they are driving past some­ 
body else s dwelling.

Justice Department Going Ahead With Walt Street Anti-Trust Case,- American 


Public Has Ideas For Friendship Train; Navy Admiral Rides Bus 


Says DROW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 15 — For 
weeks the most im portant an ti­ 
trust suit in the country has been 
jockeyed back and forth between 
the highest-powered array of legal 
talent Wall Street can muster and 
the anti-trust division of the Jus­ 
tice Department. Issue al stake has 
been twofold: 
1. W hether the big 
investment 
bankers can button up stock and 
bond flotations among their own 
favorites 
without 
letting 
outside 
bankers rome in on the gra\>. 
2. W hether two big Wall Street 
Arms, formerly run by two members 
of the Trum an cabinet tSecretary 
of Commerce Harrim an aik! Secre­ 
tary of Defense Forrest all could 
pull enough weight to call off the 
an ti-trust action. 
Yesterday 
the 
cream 
of 
Wall 
Streets’ legal brains came down to 
W ashington for another and per­ 
haps final conference. They were: 
John Faster Dulles* BHB el Sul­ 
livan and Cromwell, representing 
Bl vt Ii and Co., first Boston C orp. 
Lehman 
Brothers 
and 
Goldman 
Sachs Si Co. 
John W. Davis' firm of Davis, 
Polk. 
Wardwell. 
Sunderland 
and 
Kietidl representing J. P. Morgan 
and Co., Harrim an Ripley and Co., 
and Smith, Barney and Co. 
John J. McCloy’s Ann of Cravat h. 
Swaine

Suddenly prosecution of the 
Wall Street moguls was held 
up. For weeks it dragged along.

Jam es F. Byrnes, with not more 
than two or three possible excep­ 
tions and perhaps none at all. is 
the best qualified man to tell Amer­ 
ica about Russia. 
H ls official ex­ 
perience spans tile precise )>erlod 
of our enlightenm ent. Toward the 
end of the war, Im* was assistant. 
officially and personally to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
As sue 
he was 
with Roosevelt at the Yalta Con­ 
ference 
in 
February 
1945 , when 
Roosevelt, in the interest of friend­ 
ship with Russia, made immense 
concessions to Stalin not revealed 
at the time and not even known 
to Byrnes. 
A few months later, 
after Roosevelt’s death, Mr Byrnes 
became Secretary of State, and held 
th at post until January this year. 
He conducted our relations with 
Russia, was the .•'ivoarhcad of our 
thought, during an epochal transi­ 
tion—from the time when our offi- 
rial policy and popular mood was 
to be friendly with Russia as an 
ally in wartime, to when we were 
compelled to learn what we now 
recognize 
O ut of till* experience Mr. Byrnes 
has written a book. Its intention 
and sp u n is* unpiled by its title. 
“Speaking Frankly". The purpose 
and glowing effect is to tell Amer­ 
ica what it must accept and expect. 
This is not put as a formal con­ 
clusion. Mr. Byrnes avoids that. It 
Is conveyed as the inescapable ci- 
fect of experience.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 15. — More 
im portant than any specific part 
of the contents of the new book by 
former Secretary* of State James F.

Only by perusing this volume can 
one realize the tragic gap which ex­ 
ists between the information avail­ 
able to the public and to the in­ 
siders. Small wonder th at relations

hensive publicity. Too many people 
already are despairing of the pos­ 
sibility of achieving an understand­ 
ing with Russia to worry much 
about “sensibilities.” 
Mr. Byrnes traces American pol­ 
icy from the days of the unfortun­ 
ate conference at Yalta.

Also the policy th at was 
pursued gave the Russians the im­ 
pression that the United States was 
ready to give away almost anything 
and was not interested in reciprocal 
obligations. 
Today there is greater need than 
ever, says Mr. Byrnes, for "patience 
with firm ness.' W hat he mea rn by 
this is th at America must not be­ 
come impetuous and cease to adopt 
a course of patience and persistence 
in dealing with Russia. Firmness 
alone, he Indicates, however, will 
not persuade Russia to modify her 
course. This is but another way of 
saying th at the “get tough ’ policy 
was misinterpreted aboard as so 
much bluster. Unhappily, the Tru­ 
m an Doctrine was surrounded with 
an atmosphere of threat and co­ 
ercion which the Russians resented. 
Unquestionably the sharp change 
in Russo-American relations dates 
from the time the Trum an Doctrine 
was announced as a means of stop­ 
ping Russian “aggression."

There have been times in recent 
months when a direct understand­

But there has 
bern a tendency here to assume 
th at Russia could be intimidated 
Just as Russia has m istakenh as­ 
sumed th at A m e r i c a could be 
harassed and annoyed to the point 
of withdrawing from Europe al­ 
together. 
The most frequently heard com­ 
ment In Washington nowadays is 
that the Russians are not going to 
proxoke a war and that Russia 
provoke a war and that Russia 
Both points Ignore the importance 
of national pride th at can be hurl 
and cause strange things to happen 
suddenly in international relations. 
The Byrnes book is a valuable 
contribution to the sum total of 
knowledge of our relations with 
Russia.

and there might be a determined 
effort to find a basis of under­ 
standing rather than to let m atters 
drift into more serious stages when 
little can be done to avert conflict.

special 
electrically -operated 
parcel postage meter, the first of its 


yesterday afternoon at the Cumber­ 
land Postoffice, according to Wil­ 
liam C. McDermott, postmaster. 
The new device 
is somewhat 
similar to the familiar postage 
meter used by business firma under 
government license to stamp and 
seal letters, and to prepay parcel 
post charges, in their own offices 
and shipping rooms. 
Oswald C. Dean, clerk in charge 
of parcel post, reported that when 
the new machine was put into ope­ 
ration about an hour before closing 
time yesterday, parcel post custom­ 
er* were served with a minimum 
of delay. 
McDermott explained that the 
new public service works this way : 
The clerk at the parcel post win­ 
dow weighs a package and computes 
the fee aa usual. After he touches 
the appropriate levers on the post­ 
age meter machine, out comes a 
small printed label, gummed and 
even automatically moistened, com­ 
plete with postage of the exact 
total value, plus the city postmark 
and date of mailing. 
The label la placed on the pack­ 
age, and the transaction is ended, 
the postmaster said, adding that 
time spent waiting in line la cut in 
half, and stamp-licking is abolish­ 
ed. 
McDermott said the device is ex­ 
pected to speed up the handling 
of Christmas packages by serving 
long lines of customers quickly. Just 
before the war, in a test installa­ 
tion in a Urge Eastern postoffice. 
a queue of 60 parcel-laden persons 
was served in exactly IO minutes. 
The new postoffice model com­ 
pletely eliminates the need for stor­ 
ing. selecting, handling and affixing 
stamps of the various denomina­ 
tions needed to make up the post­ 
age fees, since any value, from one 
cent to $10. is issued instantly in 
a single “meter stamp." 
Another advantage is that “meter­ 
ed" parcels require no canceling or 
postmarking and can be more quick­ 
ly sorted for early train dispatch 
McDermott said it is not planned 
to install one of the machines at 
the Station “A" branch office on 
Virginia Avenue because of less par­ 
cel poet business at th at off lea.

Only 
when she is awakened by pangs of 
hunger does she know that there 
is no life-giving milk at hand to 
keep her well and make her grow 
strong. 
Here Is a man whose eyes register 
confusion, hopelessness, despair. He 
has Just learned that there is a 
deep-seated infection in ort! of his 
lungs, and that he must go to a 
sanitarium. Having worked hard 
all his life, he now wonders what 
will become of his seven children, 
his expectant wife, and their new 
baby. Who will make the arrange­ 
ments for his entry into the sani­ 
tarium? He never expected anything 
like this to happen to him. What 
will he do? 
Many Are Grateful 
An expression of peace and grati­ 
tude fills the faces of this mother 
and her five children. They have 
received more than their share of 
fate’s cruel buffeting. They have at 
various times been deserted, evicted, 
gone without food and proper cloth­ 
ing, had their home and all of 
their earthly possessions destroyed 
by fire—just to mention a few of 
Lie misfortunes thai have befallen 
them. Yet they are grateful to their 
fellow citizens in Cumberland for 
keeping them together, for provid­ 
ing relief ta their recurring emer­ 
gencies.

There is a little boy—look at his 
face. It is full of life and merri­ 
ment. But listen. He is shouting 
above the squeals of delight heard 
at a Christmas party given by a 
local fraternal organization for un­ 
derpin veleged children: "Don’t for­ 
get to take me home before IO 
o'clock! D ont forget now! I have 
to get these pants back to the boy 
next door before IO o’clock!" On 
Christmas Eve he is having .the 
time of his life—in a pair of bor­ 
rowed pants!

She 
has no one to care for her, but there 
is hope in her countenance. In 
her hands she has some doilies, 
scarfs, and a few other things that 
she has crocheted. 
Perhaps you

like some of this kind of work. She 
can sew too—and wonders where 
she might get some work as a 
seamstress. 
Do you want to see real courage? 
Look at that girl s smile. See the 
perspiration standing out on her 
lorehead and streaming down her 
cheeks and neck? Note the drawn 
lines around her eyes? She is a

paralysis; she suffers constantly; 
yet she can smile! All day every 
day. she sits in a wheelchair. All 
day she is alone, while her sister 
works for the staggering sum 
$16 a week to support both of them.
